Profits of more than $100,000 were 
reaped by wheat traders on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange today, when sales of 
nearly 1,000,000 bushels of the May de- 
livery were made by the fortunate hold- 
ers of the grain at®the highest price 
reached since war was declared in Eu- 
rope. 

T. E. Price, head of the T. E. Price 
Commission Co., sold 200,000 bushels. 
Ben S. Lang of B. H. Lang & Co., dis- 
posed of more than 100,000 bus Hels. T 
W. Carter, of T. W. Carter & Co., let 
ge of nearly’ 100,000 bushels, while 
Thomas P. Leahy, Jacob Schreiner; Os- 
car Lamy, Ray L. Caster, Edward B 
Immer, Peyton T. Carr and Roy Carter, 
prominent commission men, realized on 
several hundred thousand bushels. 

/ Prices Close to $1.36, 

Most of the wheat was sold around 
$1.36 at the opening of the market, or 
at an advance of 1 cent from closing 
prices of yesterday. Most of it showed 
9. profit of 10 cents a bushel, but on 


15 to 20 cents a bushel. The wheat 
sold was taken by commission houses 
with Chicago and Eastern wire connec- 
tions, and is said to have been pur- 
chased to cover future shipments to Eu- 
rope for army needs. 

T. E. Price, who, when war was de- 
clared, predicted wheat would sell at 
$2 a bushel, has favored the advancing 
side of the market eongistently. He 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter that his 
profits were in excess of $30,000. Lang, 
when asked if his gains totaled $20,000 
smiled and said: 

“Oh, don't quote me as making any 
big money. Just say I cleared over 
810,000.“ 

Carter would not admit his profits, 
dut from friends it was learned he had 
made more than 320,000. The other 
profits ran from $2500 to $10,000. 

Wheat has had an advance from % 
cents last July, just before war was de- 
clared, and at today’s high point 
showed a rise of 51 cents. 

It is quoted at the highest price since 
the Leiter corner in 1898. 

Shortly after the war started there 
was an advance of 9 cents in one day, 
and several days since have recorded 3 
to 5 cent advances. In the last two 
weeks prices have mounted nearly 2 
cents. 

Exports to Europe the Cause. 

The upturn resulted from enormous 
exports of wheat and flour to Europe, 
especially to England and France, 
which have been cut off by the war 
from supplies usually obtained in Rus- 
sia and Argentina. 1 

Shipments from the latter country 
have been interfered with by unsatis- 
factory shipping conditions, due to 
high war risks and excessive freight 
rates.

BY A PATROLMAN 


James Woods, Bartender, 
Wounded in Chase After Gro- 
cery .8 Broken Into. 


2 COMPANIONS ARRESTED 


Wife of Man Who Dies at Hos- 
pital Says He Had Been 
Missing 3 Days. 


James Woods, a bartender, of 2873 


Emerson avenue, died at the city hos- 
pital at 11 a. today of a bullet 
wound in the abdomen, inflicted by 
acting Police Sergeant Sheehan of An- 
gelica District, near Lee and Newstead 
avenues, 2 a. m. 

Woods and two other men, who were 
captured, were fleeing from a butcher 


shop which afterward Was found to have 
been robbed. Two hams later were found 
on the trail which the men covered 
while being chased by the police. 

It was not known chat Woods had 
been shot until he was found uncon- 
scious in the yard in the rear of the 
nome of Patrolman Vogel, 4445 Mar. 
garetta avenuc at 5 a. m. He was 
taken to the city hospital. When re- 
vived he gave his name as Cohn,“ and 
would not tell how he was shot. 

Woods Is Identified. 

Woods was identified by Sheehan, the 
man who shot him, and by Patrolman 
Schmidt, who was chasing him when the 
shot was fired. 

A policeman went to Woods’ home 
this morning and told Mrs. Woods her 
husband had been shot. She said Woods 
had been away from home three days. 
Worry over his absence, she said, had 
caused such a shock to her nerves 
that she was too ill to go to the hos- 
pital to see him. 

At midnight Sheehan and Schmidt, ac- 
cording to their report, saw Woods in a 
saloon at 4162 Lee avenue in company 
with William Malimee of 507 East Gano 
avenue and William Morgan of 4226A 
Kossuth avenue. The three men were 
known to the police. 

About 2 a. m. Schmidt and Copeland 
were walking east on Lee avenue when 
they saw the same three men near the 
door of Henry W. Thiemeyer's grocery 
and butcher shop at 424° Lee avenue. 
As the policemen approached the men 
ran. Two ¢ut across a vacant lot in 
the direction of Newstead avenue. 

~ .eehan was crossing the lot in the 
other direction and met the two fugi- 
tives. In his report he said / iirst 
warned them to stop and then fired in 
the air. One of the men turned back 
and disappeared in an alley. The other 
continued to run toward Sheehan. Aft- 
er again ordering him to stop Shee- 
han fired at him. 

Two Others Arrested. 

The fleeing man did not stop. He 
turned west and ran through several 
alleys and Sheehan lost track of him. 
Schmidt and Copeland arrested Mali- 
mee and Morgan after chasing them 
several blocks. 

The yard where Woods was found 
was about two blocks from the scene of 
the shooting. 

Thiemeyer identified the and as his 
property. He said three were stolen.

HUSBAND KNEW OF | 
VISITS OF MAN HE 
KILLED, WIFE SAYS 


Asserts Philip Tiltman Had Not 
Objected to Friendship for 
Walter Jastrezemski. 


SHOOTING WAS IN, SALOON 


Woman Affirms Listlessly That 
Frequent Calls Were Mere- 
ly Neighborly.” 


Mrs. Josephine Tiltman. 37 yeats old, 
of 4745 Idaho avenue, told today, at Po- 
lice Headquarters, of her acquaintance 
with Walter Jastrezemski, or Walter 
James, of 3224 Itaska street, whom her 
husband, Philip Tiltman, shot and killed 
last night. 

She made fio denial of her husband's 
statement that James had been visit- 
ing her, in the husband’s absence, for 
six months. Instead, she said their ac- 
quaintance had been going on for nearly 
three years, and she insisted that her 
husband had known of it and had not 
objected or warned James. Therefore, 
she argued, he had no right,“ at this 
late day, to kill James. 

She affirmed, somewhat listlessly, 
that James’ visits to her had been 
merely neighborly calls, and said her 
16-year-old son, Philip Jr., was usually 
about the house, and that he had never 
seen anything out of the way. 

Says She Asked for $900. 
The husband says it was the youth 


who first told him of James’ visits to! 


the house, and that the wife first denied 
that she had a caller, then said she was 
afraid of James, and that a short time 
ago, she admitted her infatuation for 
James and asked him (Tiltman) for 
$900, that she might elope with James. 
When he refused the money, Tiltman 
says, she told him James might kill 
him. 

Tiltman is 39 years old, and is a cir- 
culation agent for the St. Louis Times, 
in charge of its downtown newsboys. 
He reached his home shortly before 8 
o’clock last night and found that his 
wife and her mother had gone to bed, 
and had left no meal prepared for him. 

He told Philip Jr. to bring him a re- 
volver, which the son, fearing trouble, 
had hidden in his own bed. Putting the 
weapon in his pocket, he walked with 
the youth to the saloon at 3436 Itaska 
street, and went into the barroom, while 
the son remained in the cigar compart- 
ment at the front. 

Shoots Man in Saloon. 

As Ttitman entered James was 
standing at the bar. Without a word 
to anyone, Tiltman drew his revolver 
and fired at James four times. 

Two bullets entered James’ body, 
and one wound, in the abdomen, 
caused his death at the city hospital 
an hour later. A third bullet wound- 
ed Edward Wahl of 4676 Louisiana 
avenue, a bystander, in the thigh. 

Tiltman said today that he carried 
the revolver because of the warning 
his wife had given him, but-that he 
had not expected to find James in the 


saloon. * 
Lost Control of Himself. 


„When 1 did see him,“ he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, I lost all con- 
trol of myself. I just took out my re- 
volver and started to shoot, on an un- 
c@htroliable impulse. I didn’t even see 
the other man standing there, and I am 
very sorry he was hurt. 

“After I had fired, I don’t know how 
hany times, I passed the revolver over 
the bar, but the saloon keeper said he 
didn’t want it, and I took it with me as 
I went out. I handed my boy he 
had been waiting outside the saloon— 
and told him to take it to his mother 
and tell her it was all over. Then 1 
kept on walking until I met a police- 
man, and told him I had shot a man. 

I saw James in the same saloon three 
weeks ago, Tiltman continued, “and 
told him to keep away from my house or 
I would kill him. He said he would stay 
away, but my boy told me Wednesday 
that he had been there almost every day 
lately. A few days ago he choked my 
wife, struck her mother and took $3.10.” 

Mrs. Tiltman, when asked about 
this last statement, said it was true 


that James had choked her and taken 
the money. She said he was intoxi- 
cated at the time.

NC ‘0 NSKIS 
SLIDE DOWN SLOPE, 
ROUT GERMANS 


Alpine Troops Charge While In- 


fantry Opens Fire and Five- 
Mile Retreat Follows. 


ST. DIE, Department of Vosges, 
France, Jan. 6, via Paris, Jan. 8—4 
brilliant exploit by French Alpine 
troops, who charged on skis down the 
snow-covered mountain slopes at Bon- 
homme, a post on the Alsatian 
frontier, forced the Germans to retire 
on Orbey, five miles. down the valley 
of the River Weiss toward Colmar. 
(This retirement was announced in a 
recent French official report.) 

The Germans held the railroad from 
St. Marie to St. Croix, menacing St. 
Die, where the French heayy artillery 
opened fire on Jan. 3. This led the 
Germans to expect an attack from that 
direction. At the same time the Alpine 
troops, leading the way for the French 
infantry, adwanced on the German cus- 
toms house at Diedolshausen, near Bon- 
homme. 

A strong German detachment with 
quick firers held the route, but the 
winding nature of the road prevented 


yards along it. The French advanced 
to within this distance of the Germans 
while the Alpine troops began to climb 
the heights to attack the Germans on 
their flank. 

Progress was slow and the dark forms 
of the soldiers, outlined against the 
snow, made excellent marks for the 
German sharpshooters. Many of the 
men rolled down the steep slopes, leav- 
ing crimson’ stains behind. The, sur- 
vivors pushed forward until they gained 
the shelter of the pines at the summit. 

Then began an exciting charge on the 
Germans at Diedolshausen. The Alpine 
soldiers on their skis ‘slid down ths 
mountain side at a dizzy’ speed, while 
the infantry in the road below opened 
fire on the Ger 18. 

Caught between two fires, the Ger- 
mans gave way, fighting obstinately 
along the five miles 8 their retreat.

“It is only by balancing the total re- 
sults of these attacks by both sides 
that a clear idea can be obtained. ..e 
ally marked progress has been achieved 
by the allies. 


“The German defensive is an active 
one. It is founded on the axiom of war 
that the weaker the force is and the 
more hardly it is pressed, the more per- 
sistently should it attack. But it re- 
mains true that such action is none 
the less essentially defensive, even 
though here and there one of their 
counter attacks may succeed in regain- 
ing possession of a trenth or in driving 
back a small section of our front. * * * 
If we retain the inittative it will mean 
that the German soldier gradually will 
becoms increasingly conscious that he 
is no longer marching on Calais or 
Paris; that instead of pressing forward 
his role is mérély to maintain what 
already has been won and that even this 
Umited object has not been attained. 
Hitherto he has continually been told 
that reinforcements are about to arrive 
and that an advance in forcé is immi- 
nent, while reports of startling victories 
on land and sea are disseminated broad- 
cast. But such fabrications can no 
longer carry conviction when the troops 
realize that instead of attacking they 

are stationary or even retiring, and 
the mcrale of the enemy must inévitably 
be affected. 

“The more thoroughly they are now 
decelved as to the true position, the 
greater will be the disillusionment if 
they realize that ultimate vietory is 
unattainable; While upon auch an 
army as that of the Germans, which 
has been taught to éxalt the cult of 
the offensive almost ton fétich, the 
mere consciousness of being reduced 
to acting on the defensive must have 
a most discouraging effect.” 

After referring to the ultimate con- 
sequences of repeated small successes, 


the British observer adds: 


“It must not, however, be thought

U.S: EXPECTS 
FEWER SEIZURES 


Washington Officials Hope to 
Have British Reply Before 
Them by Tonight. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Secretary 
Bryan and other officials today await- 
ed receipt of the British Government's 


préliminary reply to the recent Amer- 
ican noté on the subject of interferences 
with shipping. 

At noon it had not been received, but 
officials expected that with prompt 
transmission it would be received and 
translated from the code before night. 

Conversation between Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador, Secretary 
Bryan and Counsellor Lansing, have led 
the latter to believe the British Gov- 
ernment would recognize the emergency 
which existed, as indicated in the Amer- 
ican note. 

It has been understood here that the 
reply would not be completely respon- 
sive; in the first place, because the 
legal propositions advanced by the Unit- 
ed States, though not new and in fact 
ence partially accepted, have since been 
made subjécts of controversy and are 
not generally accepted as binding by all 
maritime Powers. That applies particu- 
larly to the assertion of the right to 
ship cargoes of food and other contra- 
bands of a conditional character, as well 
as to such absolute contraband as cop- 
per, where shipped to neutral countries 
through which it might reach a bellig- 
erent. 

Therefore, officials expect a separa. 
tion of these legal questions from the 
general representations for treatment in 
the subsequent note which is to come 
in a fortnight. 

Statements given out last night by 
both the British embassy and the State 
Department were the first inkling of an- 
other step forward by Great Britain in 
efforts to solve the controversy which 
has arisen between that country and the 
United States regarding seizures of 
American shipments. 

The statements set forth that so far 
as Italy and Holland are concerned, 
Great Britain has become convinced 
that the danger of getting contraband 
articles through those two countries to 
Germany and Austria has been practi- 
cally removed. 

Coincidentally with the announcement 

of the steps taken by Great Britain, 
Italy and the Netherlands, the State De- 
partment received a cable from Ameri- 
can Minister Van Dyke at The Hague, 
to the effect that the British, French 
and Russian Minister had given formal 
assurances that merchandise even of a 
contraband nature, when consigned to 
the recently established Netherlands 
monopoly, would not be molested on the 
high seas. 
Secretary Bryan received a personal 
note from Sir — Spring-Rice, the 
British Ambassador, stating that inas- 
much as the re-exportation of rosin and 
turpentine, known as “naval stores,’ 
would probably be prohibited by Italy 
and Holland, arrangéments would soon 
be completed whereby these products 
could be shipped without difficulty to 
those countries from the United States. 


Ship Sails for Bremen With Cotton 
Cargo. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Jan. 8&.—After 
X-rax tests had shown no contraband 
concealéd in her cargo, the American 
steamship Nebraskan séiled today for 
Bremen, carrying a cargo of 10,317 
bales of cotton. The tests were made 
under the supervision of the British 
Consul in order to avoid possible de- 
lay by British warships searching 
for contraband. The Nebraskan is 
the second vessel to sail from Gal- 
veston for Bremen direct since the 
outbreak of the war.

PARIS, Jan. 8.—The War Office has 
given out the following accbunt of thé 
operations in Belgium and Northern 
France recently: 

“The period from Dec. 2% to Jah: 4 
has been marked, notwithstanding the 
wrenched state of the ground and the 
bad weather, by three important ad- 


tions, all of which terminated in a chat - 
acteristic success—the becupation of St. 
Georges, the development of our gains 
in the region of Perthes and the taking 
of Steinbach. 

In addition to this, on the whole ex- 
tent of the front, our aggressive activity 
has not ceaséd to manifest itself by 
gains, which Will be given later in de- 
tail. On certain points the enemy has 
been able to réply in kind: on others he 
has countér-attacked with violencé ana 
has everywhere been repulséd. On no 
part has he obtained results which 
woulc 9s opear from a distance compar- 
able with U. that these 11 days have 
brought to us. 

Tells 6f Taking St. Geortzes. 

“To the north of thé Lys, the event 
of most importance since Dec. % has 
Deen the taking of St. Georges. On c- 
count of the state of ground the suc- 
cess of that operation appeared to be 
more than doubtful, tut it Has been 
complete. St. Georges includes 4 num- 
ber of houses in alignment between the 
ser Canal and a road. The inunda- 
tion. rendered impracticable every other 
way of access than the elevated high- 
Way and the ditch south of the canal. 
Everywhere eise it was water or à very 
liquid mud in which one sank to the 
knees. 

“St. Géorges had been organized by 
the enemy into à veritable Block house 
(walls loop-holed, barricades of sacks 
filled with earth, And machine guns 
commanding both ends). The road was 
occupied and guarded by. wire éntangle- 
ments. 

“The marines, chausseurs and cy- 
Clists, to whom, with a detachment of 
dragoons, had been given the honor of 
taking St. Georges, advanced toward the 
village by excavating through the road, 
by sapping a passagé. From place to 
place. this passage was éniarged, form- 
ing 4 shelter for troops, upon Whom 
devolved the task of making the as- 
sault. A similar work was executed 
along the ditch to the south. 

“On Dec. 27 we had reached as far as 
a house belonging to a ferryman, sit- 
uated to the north of St. Georges. This 
point of support fell into our hands, 
The assault was carried out the next 
day. Notwithstanding thé violent firé 
of the enemy, some of the marines suc- 
cegdéed in placing a piece of artillery on 
a small boat and in mountifig a bat- 
tery on the ditch a short distance from 
the houses of St. Georges, Which crum- 
pled up under the shell fire. 

Belgian Troops Assist. 

“At the same time to the south the 
Relgian troops advanced through ths 
mud and a détachmént from the war- 
ships Venus and Doris (British) from 
Ramscapelle established themselves in 
two farms, where by théir’fire they 
were able to enfilade the hostile de- 
fenders of St. Georges. 

“Groups of riflemen in the excava- 
tion along the road delivered an as- 
sault and the last of the Germans who 
remained in St. Georges surrendered, 
They numbered not more than #. In 
the ruins of the village and the en- 
virons 300 bodies were found. 

Our detachment succeeded in main- 
tuining its ground at St. Georges not- 
withstanding a return offensive that our 
adversary delivered on Dec. 30, follow? 
ing a very violent bombardment in 
which 5000 shells of all calibers crashed 
into St. Georges and wrecked our 
trenches. Five columns of the enemy 
advanced by the ditch and the road, 
across mud banks and in water, btu all 
were checked by our fire. 

“From St. Georges to Ypres: Apart 
from the capture of St. Georges our 
armies to the north of the Lys have 
succeeded notwithstanding the execta- 
ble condition of the ground in making 
appreciable progress.. Night attacks in 
the dunes, met by a violent bombard- 
ment, gained 8 meters on Dec. . Be- 
fore Niéuport, our gains have continued 
—50 meters on Dec. 27 and 50 meters on 
Dec. 2 Beyond St. Georges towards the 
east we advanced 250 meters on Dec. @ 
and 500 meters on Jan. 4. We have 
found 200 additional bodies. 


“The enemy has indulged in much 
cannonading and some counter-attacks, 
but has obtained no results. 


“In the environs of Yres on Jan. 1, 


‘we blew up a fortified place occupied 


by two companies, of 70 men each, with 
three machine guns and two field guns. 
The expicsion sent up a column of 
smoke 120 meters high. Halt ot the de- 
fenders were buried under the wreck<¢ 
age. The other half took to flight. Out 
artillery to the east then opened fire and 
those who endeavored to escape were 
cut down near the Eykhof farm. 
Story of Capture of Steinbach.

“A battdlion of chausseurs for two 
days in succéssion had not been - 
victualed or relieved on account of the 
terrible condition of thé ground, and a 
battalion of infantry nearby divided 
their own supply of provisions with 
their comrades. 

“The Belgian army has firmly de- 
fended in spite of a lively cannonade

“Our chausseurs advanced with mas 
nificérit courage aud on the third day, 
full of éxultation, they stormed the 
church and temétery quarter. 

“At the same time to the west of 
Cernay aféther column carriéd the ene“ 
my's trenches. On the night of Jan 
8-4, the Germans, exasperated by this 
cöntihuous advance, made two fine 
counter attacks and forced us to evau- 
uaté our trénches. They also recap- 
tured the cemetery and church of Stelu- 
bach. 

Freneh Recapture Cemetery. 

“Without waiting for daybreak, our 
troops began a new fight and before 
dawn had retaken the whole of the vil- 
lage of Steinbach and compelled the 
enemy again to abandon his position. 

“At night the whole of the village was 
in our possession, together with the ad- 
vanced positions, and we began to pusu 
further to the northeast and southwest 
We also gained ground on thé road from 
Thann to Cernay. The German defeat 
was complete. 

“During those days our sdidiers 
haved hefodically. 

“More to the south, the troopa® of the 
Belfort garrison have assisted the ac- 
tion of the Vosges army. On the Stn, 
they advanced in the forest to the west 
of Carspach and our batteries de- 
stroyed some trains at the Altkirch sta- 
tion and also silenced the enemy’s ar- 
tillery.

Capt. Richard W. Waters, Aged 
83, Was 55 Years in the 
Missouri Pacific Service. 


After 55 years of active service with 
the Missouri Pacific-Iron. Mountain 
Railroad system, Capt. Richard W. Wa- 
ters, affectionately known as Dad'' to 
thousands of St. Louis suburbanites, has 


retired to his home at 422 East Steins 
street. 

For the last 40 years Capt. Waters 
had been conductor of Missouri Pacific 
suburban trains running between St 
Louis and Kirkwood. He is 8 years 
old. 

Capt. Waters today told reporters 
that he had preserved a record of every 
day of his service and that if called 
upon to do so he could tell the exact 
number of passengers carried on any 
trip when he was on duty in the last 
40 years. 

His first railroad service was with the 
London & Northwestern Railroad in 
England.

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AQ YEARS, RETIRES: 
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Assistant Comptroller Says Fund 
in Light Case Settlement Is 
Needed to Meet Deficit. 


WORK COULD BE FOUND 


Park Commissioner Wants Ap- 
propriation for South Side 
Swimming Pool. 


The $100,000 which the city of St. Louis 
has received from the National Surety 
Co., in a compromise on the forfeited 
bond of the Kern Incandescent Light 
Co., will not enable the city to put un- 
employed men to work, according to a 
statement today by Assistant Comptrol- 
ler Gunn. . 

Gunn, speaking for Comptroller Play. 
er, who was kept at home by illness, 
said that, even after receiving the 8100, 
000 forfeit, a deficit of $351,725 at the end 
of the present fiscal year, next April, 
seemed likely. With this deficit in 


|prospect, he said, the city cannot un- 


dertake any extensive work for the 
sake of giving employment to men. 

There is much work needed by the 
city, and it would give employment to 
hundreds of men, but the city is not 
financially in shape to undertake it, 
the Assistant Comptroller said. 

Wants New Swimming Pool, 

Park Commissioner Davis is now ask- 
ing for the construction of a South Side 
swimming pool, on the old industrial 
school grounds, which would give em- 
vloyment to at least 100 laborers for 
a month. This request has been re- 
fused, because funds are not available. 
Davis has obtained an appropriation 
for bathing suits, which will enable 
him to employ 2 women for six or eight 
weeks in making the sults. 

The Water Department expects, be- 
fore long, to have work which will keep 
200 men busy for a. month, or 100 for 
two months. This is the laying of a 
water main from the Chain of Rocks 
to the new industrial school at Fort 
Bellefontaine. The funds for this work 
are available, but certain formalities 
are necessary, one of them being a per- 
mit from the St. Louis County Court 
at Clayton. 


vis considers essential on park road- 
ways, chiefly rock-breaking for macad- 
am, would also employ 100 men or 80 
a few weeks, but no fund has been 
found for this purpose. 

Gunn said the expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending next April, according 
to the present estimate, would be $11,- 
001,875.50. The collections to date and 
the amount in the treasury at the close 
of business Jan. 6 total $9,478,149.48. 

The collections between the present 
time and the end of the fiscal year can 
be figured, on the basis of last year's 
collections in the same time, as 81, 
172,001. This year’s tax levy is larger 
than last, but the proportion of col- 
lections thus far has deen slightly 
smaller, so, according to the assistant 
Comptroller, not much more than last 
year can be expécted in the remaining 
time. 

100,000 Included. 

The foregoing estimate of money 
on hand, Gunn said, included the 
$100,000 collected on the Kern bond. 
No more extra income is in sight, he 
said, except the mill tax, and the 
city’s fiscal officials are not figuring 
on that until it is received. On the 
basis of the figures already given, a 
“debit balance,” or deficit of $351,728 
is figured. 

Last year $200,000, unused by vari- 
ous departments, reverted to the city 
treasury as a surplus. This. too, is 
counted into the foregoing estimate. 
No large reversion of funds is ex- 
pected this year, for the reason that 
department demands were cut heavily 
at the beginnig of the year, and that 
little purchasing of new supplies has 
been done. 

Comptroller Player and the House and 
Council committees, last April and May, 
cut the department requests for funds 
for new work from $855,828 to $414,728. 
The biggest cut was in the Street De- 
rartment estimate for street bridges 
and culverts, which was reduced from 
$109,000 to nothing. An item of $51,000 
for park comfort stations and band 
stands was cut to $6000. An appropria- 
tion of $118,500 was asked for a new 
Koch hospital, and nothing was granted. 
Other requests denied were $18,000 for 
city infirmary improvements, $10,600 for 
tire city sanitarium and $75,000 for a new 
morgue. 

Any of these improvements, if made, 
would have given many men employ- 
ment. 

The supplementary appropriation bil: 
will soon be presented, but this is mere- 
ly a shifting of funds from some de- 
partments to others, and Gunn said it 
would not relleve the situation, and that 
it would involve only about $40,000 this 
year.

NEW YORK LAWYER INDICTED 
IN CHICAGO. GRAFT INQUIRY 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—Louis Spiegel, an 
attorney of New York City was indicted 
yesterday on a charge of conspiracy in 
connection with the inquiry into the so- 
called clairvoyant trust. Max Rovech 
was indicted, charged with perjury, on 
testimony given in the investigation in- 
to the relations of burglars and the Chi- 
cago police department. 

Spiegel was charged with being in- 
volved in the extortion of $2900 from 
Frank Ryan, a clairvoyant. The death 
of Jesse Brenner, former miember of 
the New York police department, it was 
said, alone saved him from indictment 
also. In 1912 Ryan learned that police 
were on their way from Boston to ar- 
rest him in New York, he testified. 
Harry Waite, known as Prof. David K. 
Ross, a member of the clairvoyant ring, 
went to District Attorney Whitman and 
caused Ryan's arrest on a charge of 
swindling. Thus the Boston police were 
foiled. Then Ryan was released on $2500 
bond and came to, Chicago, he testified. 
“IT hadn’t been in Chicago long before 
Spiegel and Brenner came,“ he told the 
grand jury. “They showed me some 
papers they said were extradition pa- 
pers to take me back to New York for 
jumping my bond. Brenner had left the 
New York police department a short 
time before this and was then employ:4 
by a private detective agency.“ 

Ryan testified he had consulted Clar- 
ence Boord, then assistant corporation 
counsel and had been told the so-called 
extradition papers were not legal. He 
had paid over the $2900 demanded, how- 
ever, when Spiegel and Brenner had 
threatened to expose him.

They found that Mrs. Lapidus 
and the boy not only were suffering 
from gas, but that both had taken 
bichloride of mercury. 

Investigation showed that the mother 


had given the boy the poison and then 
swallowed a quantity of it herself. Then ; 
she had turned on the gas to make 
death sure. 
Mrs. Lapidus’ motive is a mystery. It 
is known that she has been much in- 
terested in the case of Mrs. Ida Rogers, 
who gave her two children poison an 
then took some pf it herself, because 
the father of her children could not di- 
vorce his legal wife and marry her.

Ames is Lieutenant of company No. 
4, stationed at Twenty-fifth and State 
streets. Two years ago an alarm sound- 
ed, signaling a fire at a certain address 
on Millet avenue.

Without now discussing in detail the reports of 
the commissions on these subjects, we say that 
they offer excellent material for legislation. We 
say more, that the Legislature should embody the 
principal points of the recommendations in laws 
before the close. of the session. All of them are 
ot vital public interest. 

The report of the Legislative Committee outlin- 
ing an Industrial Commission which shall include 
the five existing bureaus, dealing with labor and 
industries, embodies sound policy. 

Concerning agriculture, education, good roads, 
banking laws and other subjects touched upon as 
Falling for betterment through legislation there 
will hardly be two opinions. 

Gov. Major has offered the Legislature a lengthy 
program, too long, ‘perhaps, but in the main good 
and embracing several measures pressing for 
action.

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SEEING AMERICA FIRST IN 1915.

embracing a Colorado area of 365 square miles 
and including a 30-mile extent of the continental 


divide; more favorable attitude “. Congress toward 


the bill for the creation ~ a Bureau of National 


Parks. 


While the outlook cannot 5 said to de werd 
ble for any very great increase in appropriations 
for parks at this session, some special preparations 
will be made for visitors en route across the con- 
tinent to visit the expositions on the Pacific Coast. 
The seeing-Amertca-first movement is expected to 
attain a formidable strength before the end of the 
war. 

Publicity for the great attractions of our own 
country, together with such prosaic things as new 


roads and hotels and guides, will help to keep at

The vote was an ex- 
pression of the solidarity of the Senate on the 
privilege of Senators to dictate Federal appoint- 
ments in their states. 

Senators Reed and O’Gorman, who have led the 


fight for the senatorial right to dictate appoint- 
ments. Appointment with the consent of the Sen- 
ate now means ‘appointment under the direction 
ot the Senator in whose preserves the office lies. 

The senatorial courtesy which Senator Reed 
invoked always works one way. The President

It has yet to be dem- 
onstrated by the people to whom Senators are 
now answerable at the polls. 
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JACKSON’S ONE HUNDRED YEABS. 

As between the United States and Great ee 
the battle of New Orleans 100 years ago today de- 
cided nothing. Peace had been agreed upon three 
weeks before at Ghent, news of which had not 
reached this country. In its effects upon the 
people of the young republic, however, it was an 
action of first importance. 

Fought on the American side chiefly by fron- 
tiersmen from Kentucky and Tennessee, the vie- 
tory gained over a considerable force of British 
veterans was so complete that it did much to 
strengthen sentiments of nationality throughout 
the Union. It was fatal to the old Federal party, 
many of whose members had opposed the war. It 
gave American arms, which yp to that time had 
not played a distinguished part upon land, pres- 
tige at home and abroad. More significant than 
all else, perhaps, it introduced very conspicu- 
ously to the people a man who was destined to 
become the idol of the American democracy. 

There had-to be an Andrew Jackson or there 
never would have been an Abraham Lincoln. 
Jackson’s popularity carried him into the presi- 
dency, the first man to reach that office by the 
methods that now prevail. Born poor, self-edu- 
cated, turbulent in controversy, prodigiously able 
and aggressive, intolerant of opposition and yet 
possessed of great natural dignity and a chiv- 
alry that never was surpassed by Prince or 
knight, he was an ideal hero of a democracy that 
did not until his day discover how democratic 
it could be. | 
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THREE CENTS’ WORTH OF EXTRAS. 

According to the report of the cost-of-living in- 
vestigators, it costs three cents more a week to 
live in St. Louis than to live in Kansas City. We 
will be pardoned for remarking that it is worth 
the difference—to live in St. Louis. 

Kansas City will naturally be preferred by peo- 
ple who belleve that the cheapest is the best; 
by people who don't care for extras; by those 
shrewd persons whose prime object of existence is 
to see how little they can get along on, or how 
much they can do without. It would have appealed 
to the late lamented Russell Sage in his self-sacri- 
‘ficing effort to store up post-mortem philanthro- 
pies. As between Kansas City and St. Louis, the 
former should attract such canny persons as are] 
endeavoring to live up to John D. Rockefeller’s 
elementary rules of finance. Perhaps we shall 
lose some of our Chinese residents by emigration 
to Kansas City, drawn by the difference between 
$8.50 and $8.53. But, generally speaking, man—or 
woman—cannot live by bread alone. 

For a nominal difference of 3 cents a week or 
$1.56 a year, St. Louis offers substantial advan- 
tages. The society is as good, if not better, here, 
and there is twice as much of it. (See the last 
census report.) Our location is more nearly cen- 
tral, and our river is vastly supérior to Kansas 
City’s. The latter can never aspire to be “the 
capital of the Mississippi valley.” To say nothing 
of climate or scenery, we have more “atmosphere.” 
St. Louis has ‘traditions and a history. It was 
founded by somebody and named for somebody. 
We have more distinction, culture, telegraph 
wires, picture shows, novelists, beer, automobiles, 
symphony concerts, grand opera, national conven- 
tions, painters, sculptors, dramatic stock compa- 
nies and business corporations, trusts, cats, dogs, 
horses, mules (let Kansas City brag on hes hogs 
if she feels like it), bears, camels, monkeys, sky-
